KILLED AT GUTHR 


The First Blood Spilled 
Since the Opening of 
Oklahoma. 


A. Claimant Shot by a Rival 
and Hastily Buried on 
His Claim. 


The First Day in the New Paradise—A 
Scarcity of Water Causes Great Suffer- 
ing—Inanumerable Contests Over the 
Town Lots Certain—Conspiracy Charged 
in the Platting of Guthrie City—Indigna- 
tion Among the Settlers—Scenes and 
Incidents in the Boomers’ Land. 


ARKANSAS Crrr, Kan., April 23.—The first 
homestead filed at Guthrie was by M. 8. Cohn 
of Fort Smith, Ark. The first soldier to file a 
declaratory statement was Benton Turner, who 
was a private in Companay I, Sixtieth III 
nois Cavairy. During yesterday three town 
sites, Guthrie, Oklahoma City and Edmunds; 
three homesteads and twenty-one soldiers” 
declaratory statements were filed. At 12:15 
Wiiliam Johnson, heading the lutle proces- 
sion at the land office, laid down a rough 
chart of Guthrie and filed it as a town site. 
This was the first paper presented. Four 
clerks for the land offices from Washington 
arrived yesterday, two for Kingfisher and two 
here. Land Register Dille stated this morn- 
ing that the Kingfisher land office would not 
be open until Thursday. 

THE FIRST KILLING. 

About 5 o’clock yesterday evening a pistol 
report across the cottonwood creek west of 
the depot outside of the town site reserve at- 
tracted attention. In a moment a man on 
horseback went west over the hillata break- 
neck speed. Two Deputy United States Mar- 
shais went over, but were told that nothing 
had occurred. A reporter got a boat and 
crossed the stream however to in- 
vestigate. In the bushes were col- 
lected half a dozen men. On 
the ground and beside a half- made grave was 
stretched ali that was left ot S. T. Compis. A 
ball from a revolver had passed entirely 
througn his breast, coming outof the back. 
He lived half an hour after being shot and was 
dead when the reporter reached him. Efforts 
were mado to 

CONCEAL THE BODY, 
and only an assurance of the strictest con- 
fidence allowed the reporter there, and 
then he did not dare reveal his bust 
ness, The face was at once recognized as 
that of a mau who had eaten dinner with him. 
There Compis said he and his partner had 
entered Guthrie on ponies. All the lots were 
gone, and they swam the Cottonwood and 
staked a claim. As they were driving the 
last stake a fellow was discovered in the 
bushes on the bank of the creek. This man 
said be had already staked the claim. Compis 
and his partner offered to divide. To this the 
fellow objected, and warned them that he 
would shoot before he would divide. Compis 
did not believe this threat, and as he left the 
men he said he should stop on that claim. 
HALF AN HOUR AFTERWARD 

Compis was shot bythe first claimant as he 
stood by his pony, bridle in hand. His mur- 
derer got away before Compis’ companion 
could realize what had beendone. Believing 
secrecy the easiest way out, Compis’ partner 
dragged the dying man intothe bushes and 
said no one had been hurt. He would not give 
his name, andthe peouliarity of the situa- 
tion prevented a searching inquiry. 
The dead man was about 30 years old 
and had black hair and eyes. When he left 
the eating tent he wore a gray flannel shirt, 
boots and pants, and bad bis coat strapped to 
his pony. Compis’ companion took posses- 
sion of the murderer’s outfit of awagon and 
two horses. The man will never return as he 
knew his shot was fatal. The body was buried 
in the bushes. 

This was the only murder near Guthrie up to 
midnight, despite other reports. 

SUFFERING FOR WATER. 

After (o' clock yesterday and all night there 
was much suffering for water. The railroad 
company refused to let the settlers take 
from the railroad tank for fear of ex- 
baustion. The water in the cotton- 


wood is red with mud anda water famine 
seoms imminent. Hawkers went about the 
depot last night with buckets of water charg- 
ing ö cents a glass. The water was poor, but 
found a ready sale. The engineers were de- 
seiged by thirsty people for drinks from the 
engine tanks and many were accommodated. 

Up to midnight not a quarrel on the Guthrie 
town site had occured. The citizens’ 4 o’ clock 
meeting adjourned to 6 o’clock. The great 
anxiety of every one was information about 
the size of lots, 

THERE WAS GREAT INDIGNATION 

over the fact that the people had gone on the 
ground before 2 o'clock and it was the gen- 
eral sentiment tbat all such should be singied 
out and deburred. This would throw out 
many 1 men for George H. Olay- 
ton of Arkansas, and many others held 


a Guthrie meeting before 12 o’clock. 


There ts also great indignation over the hun-

The Arrival at Guthrie. 


ON THE OKLAHOMA BOUNDARY, April 23.— 
Lieut. Foster, who started the pilgrims Satur- 
day coming via the Arkansas City trail, esti- 
mates that at least forty thousand outfits and 
ten thousand people ranged along the bor- 


der of his trail, started at the sound of the 
bugie. Lieut. Waite, nephew of the late 
Chief Justice Waite, started those entering at 
the Caldwell trail, and Col. Ware started 
those on the Hunnewell trail, he being in 
charge of this territory. 2 Hays started 
those entering by the Black Bear t . 

It seems like a fairy tale, but there is 
scarcely a doubt that from 20,000 to 30,000 en- 
tered by these traiis, while the six trains that 
came in from Arkansas City to Guthrie 
brought at least 6,000 people. The wagon road 
runs within 100 yards of the railroad all the way. 
The Cimarron ford on the Cimarron, or Little 
Arkansas River, is just three-fourths of a mile 
from where the railroad crosses that stream 
near the old site of Camp Russell. 
All along the route were be 
seen deer, antelope, prairie chick- 
ens and quail. Two deers were 
within 100 rods of the train, and at least fifty 
shots were fired at them from thecar win- 
dows and those onthe roof without effect. 
The prairie chickens and quail that were near 
enough to the train to sight were also treated 
to a similar salute Ke 


A WILD RUSH. 

When the train crossed the last stream, Cot- 
tonwood Creek, just before entering Guthrie, 
the passengers began jumping off aud rushin 
up the bill on the east side of the trac 
towards the land-office, where a town site is 
to be laid out. One fellow became so excited 
that hejumped trough a car window. When 
the train stopped at Guthrie Station there was 
an indiscriminate rush, men and boys run- 
ning over each other to get to the land-office 
first or squat on a claim. 

The scarcity of water will cause suffering 
until wells are dug, unless the water in Cot- 
enter- 

rising real estate man had acarryall at the 

epot when the train arrived and offered to 
ca people to his lots over on the east side 
and sell lots at II a piece. The crowd aroun 
the land office is too great to be numbered, 
and those who did not get into file their claims 
last night, slept where they were in line to be 


on hand this morning. 

Two miles each way from Guthrie Station 
town sites are staked off and there was not a 
section between there and Alfred that did not 
have one or more quarter sections staked off. 
People here are dumbfounded and look at the 
vast multitade crowding into the country in 
silent wonder. Returning on the train bun- 
dreds of prairie schooners were passed still 
winding their way to the nromised land. 

WHO STAKED OUT GUTHRIE. 

As Guthrie was found already staked out 
when the first train gotthere, some ugly ru- 
mors were atonce started reflecting on the 
United States officers and officials of the 
Santa Fe road. It is claimed that the 
Directors’ car of that road has been 
at Guthrie tor several days and 
they, as well as the Government officials, con- 
dived with the men hiding in the brush on the 
west bottom, shielding them from the scru- 
tiny ofthe soldiers; that those officials on 
both sides had the town all laid out quietly 
and had an understanding with these brush- 
hiders so they all rushed in and staked off 
claims before any train arrived. Al- 
though the regular train from the 
South, which arrived at about 12:45 
was not allowed to carry any boomers, 
when it reacned Edmunds at 11:58 and laid 
there until 12:06 a party of surveyors got off, 
said to be railroad men. When people at 
Edmunds saw this, they rushed out and be- 
gan staking off claims also. Persons who 
arrived on the reguiartrain from the South 
say that hundreds of claims were staked out 
at Guthrie when they got there. 

A sixty-room hotel will be shipped from 
Kansas City and ready for business at Guthrie 
by Saturday. 


Laying Out the Town. 


GUTHRIE, Okla., April 23.—In defiance of the 
fact that no town was supposed to exist until 
noon yesterday, the several hundred inter- 
lopers had an organization meeting at 10 


o’clock. H. A. Pierce, one of the Topeka 
crowd, secured the presidency, but when he 
tried to foist his plat upon the meeting he was 
— og amid the cries: ‘‘Down the Topeka 
outfit.’ 

The railway runs southwesterly past the 
town, and it was proposed to lay out the 
streets on direct angles with the track, but 
a plat with north and south and east 
and west sections was adopted. This was 
prepared by George H. Clayton of Arkansas, 
cousin of the Congressional candidate, John 
M. Clayton, who was assassinated at Plumer- 
ville, Ark. It was decided that a town lot 
shall be 30x40 feet and that the streets shall be 
80 feet wide, excepttwo 100-feet intersecting 
avenues, which were named respectively 
Munford avenue, for Morrison Munford of the 
Kansas City Times, and Harrison avenue for 
the President. 

Meanwhile the whole town was home- 

steaded repeatedly. Forty applications under 
this right of public domain were filed at the 
Land Office and some very beautifully compli- 
cated law-suits will follow. It looks only fair 
that those who were there in advance of the 
authorized hour and who : 
GRABBED THE LAND FOR THE CORPORATION 
that backs them should be dispossessed and 
the whole town site placed inthe fair and even 
reach of all. 

It is almost certain, however, that for all ite 
present prestige—for everything is going to 
Gutbrie—there can never be a town of any im- 
portance there. The surrounding country is 
sterile, and with the exception of small 
— of bottom lands, can grow nothing but 

uffalo grass and cactus. The adjacent stream 
is small and alkaline, and well water is deep 
and scarce. The temperature bounds from 
blighting cold to withering beat, and there 
are long periods of drought and irregular oc- 
casions of floods and hurricanes. 

As the sun went down littie tents and un- 
sheitered men dotted the region over an area 
large enough for an Eastern metropolis. 
There is covering for about one thousan — 
sons on a liberal estimate, and the nights, 
after the roasting days, are actually chilly. 
Whether itrains or not, great suffering must 
be endured by the thousands of unsheitered. 

Arkansas City is filled up with great crowds 
from Northern trains, that will descend upon 
Guthrie in the morning. A break out of here 
will be sure to bethe event in the next few 
days, as there are many thousands more here 
than can be supplied with food and shelter. 
Meanwhile, the rush continues, and the ex- 
citement is ata very high pitch.

THE HEARING POSTPONE) 
MAYOR NOONAN’S INVESTIGATION OF THE 
TERMINAL TRANSFER TROUBLE. 


The Attorney of the Transfers Road Out of 
Town—Mayor Noonan’s Position on the 
Bubject—The Condition of Affairs at Pres- 
eut—An Attempt to Get Another Switch 
for the Transfer Road—The Permits Still 


CTING in accordance 
with the summons of 
the Mayor, which he 
issued yesterday, the 
representatives of the 
St. Louis Transfer 
Railroad and the 
Louis Merchants 
Bridge & Terminal 
Rallway Co. assem- 
bled at 12 o’clock in 
the Mayor’s office. 

The sides were some- 
what unequal, the 

Merchants’ Terminal 
being represented by 
O. C. Raln water, John 

H. Overall, Seth W. Cobb, A. B. Ewing, Moses 
Rumsey and Wm. G. Clark. The Transfer 
Road was only represented by John Scullin 
and Chief Engineer Smith. The Mayor, the 
City Counsellor andthe Water Commissioner 
represented the interests of the city. 

Mayor Noonan said in opening that he was 
striving to hit upon a course of action in the 
matter of the strife between the two roads 
which would bring about a peaceable and am- 
icable settlement and be of benefit to the in; 
terests of the city. He did not want to take 
the position of aiding or abetting any cor- 
poration to the Injury of the other or to the 
damage of the welfare of the community. 
It was his intention to ourtail in this 
and other cases any undue authority which 
might have been acquired by the chief execu- 
tive officer of the city. It was his intention 
to find out whether the obief executive had the 
legal right and authority to issue permits, 
such as have been issued by a former Mayor to 
existing railroad companies. 

As to the disagreement between the two 
roads he would take no action whatever, thas 
being a matter for the courts to decide, 
it being out of the jurisdiction of the 


Mayor to settle any question of interference 
between riguts-of-way, tracks or switches. 
He intended to confine himselfsimply to de- 
fining the exact position of the city’s Chief 
Executive as far as allowing privileges to 
railroad corporations was concerned. 

With this explanation the Mayor requested 
the representatives of thetwo companies to 
inform him of the situation of affairs at the 
present time. 

THE TERMINAL SIDE. 

John H. Overall, the attorney of the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge & Terminal Road, said that 
both the roads were in existence under ordi- 
nance and according to iaw, the Transfer 
Road having aright of way over certain parts 
vf Hall street, where it was the intention to 
run also a portion of the Terminal Road on 
Avril6é. Just as the Terminal Road was pre- 
paring to lay its tracks the Transfer Road ob- 
tained a number of permits from the Mayor. 

At this point Mr. Smith interrupt Mr. 
Overall and informed the Mayor that the at- 
torney of the Transfer road was out of the city 
attending to a very important case and that 
therefore the Transfer road’s iegal repre- 
sentative was not present. 

The Mayor then asked how soon he was ex-

G. Rainwater of the Terminal Road 
when he heard ofthe plan said: It is anoth- 
er move to obstruct us, and the Transfer peo- 
ple know very well thataswitch was moved 
away from that ese place not 
long ago to allow the erminal road 
space enough to make a grade to the bridge 
approach. It would make a very awkward 
crossing under any circumstances, as one 
track of the Terminal road goes up the 
to the bridge and the other branches off to one 
side.’

DIECKMAN’S SHORTAGE 668,000, 


— —— — 

A Statement Made in the Probate Court— 
Notes From the Courts. i 

The attorneys in the Dieckman matter went 
into the Probate Court yesterday afternoon to 
ciose up, if possible, the estate and settle the 
accounts of ali the heirs. B. D. Kribben 
represented Dieckman aud presented the final 
settlements, and Leo Rassieur represented 
the heirs. The amount of Dieckman’s short- 
age was there learned for the first time. It 


was dependant upon the allowances made 
Dieckman for the services he rendered in dis- 
bursing and on the assets charged against tne 
bond account. The entire shortage is a little 
over $68,000, and over $40,000 of this is made up 
by the increase in the value of the bonds. 

hen Dieckman made hie last settlement, in 
Decem 5 „ he was ordered 
invest certain funds in his hands in 
United States Government bonds which were 
then worth 116. Dieckman, as bas n pub- 
lished before, failed to purchase the bonds, as 
the Court ordered, and since that time they 
have risen in value from 116 to 180. The ques- 
tion whether Dieckman should be Ilable on his 
bond for the amount of this increase was a 
difficult one to settie, but the attorneys finall 
came to the conclusion that he should be an 
the Court so ordered. In as much, howeyer 
as he was charged with the bonds as if he ha 
disbursed the money he should have spent for 
them, Mr. Kribben asked that the commission 
for disbursing be allowed him and an allow- 
ance of 2% per cent was made. Two of the 
heirs, Adele Meyer and Rudolph F. Meyer, are 
ofage, and with regard to them the estate was 
closed, The account rendered credited Adele 
Meyer with $6,080.40, but if the bonds had 
been bought the amount standing to her 
credit, would have been $6,255.87, so Judge 
W oerner ordered the latter amount adjudZed 
against Dieckman on his bond. The amount 
credited Rudolph F. Meyer according to the 
amount is $4,850.97, and Judge Woerner, after 
figuring the present value of the bonds 
ordered $5,976.43 paid him. The difference in 
these amounts is Dieckman’s shortage to 
these two of his words and the amounts are 
$1,174.87 due Adele, over and above the assets, 
and $1,125.46 due Rudolph, over and above the 
assets. Tne other heirs are minors and 
Judge Woerner did not pass immediately 
upon the settiement. 

Judge Klein was engaged this morning hear- 
ing the case of M E. schroeder against 
Mary L. Bobbittand William T. Bobbitt, her 
husband, Robert E. Collins and W. H. F. 
Schroeder, for possession of a piece of vrop- 
erty on the corner of Hickory and Eighth 
streets. Mrs. Schroeder and W. H. F. Schroe- 
der, one of the defendants, werte formerly 
husband and wife, but Mrs. Schroeder ob- 
tained a divorce and the court ordered 
Schroeder to give his wife this lot in question 
in lieu of alimony. Instead, however, Mrs. 
Schroeder avers, he transferred it to Mr. and 
Mrs. Bobbitt in payment of adebt he claimed 
to owe them, and he transferred it to Robert 
E. Collins. Mrs. Schroeder asks that the 
transfers to Bobbitt and to Collins be set aside 
and an order made requiring that the proper- 
ty be gived her. 

The will of Gustav Flosbach was admitted 
to probate this morning. 

Rudolph W. Knapp filed suit for divorce late 
yesterday afternoen against Mary Knapp, his 
wife. They were married in 1582 and lived 
together until 1887, when they separated, the 
petition atates, on account of the drunkenness 
of Mrs. Knapp and the many indignities she 
heaped upon her husband.

A Pian to Get More Space—Will Move the 
Dispensary Across the Alley— Regular 
Meeting of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments — Contracts Awarded To-Day — 
Electric Lights for the City Hall. 


HB Board of Public 
Improvements held 
its regular meeting 
at 10 o’clock to-day 
and transacted a 
good deal of impor- 
tant and interesting 
business. The sub- 
ject of changes and 
alterations in the 
City Hall was taken 
under informal dis- 
cussion by the board 
upon the reception 
i ofthe report of the 

* Commitgee on Pubiic 
Bulidings. The report of this committee rec- 
ommended that the board request the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly to make the following ap- 
propriations for the various departments: 
Park Commissioner, $250; Electric Expert, 
$250; Sewer Commissioner, $200; President of 
Board of Public Improvements, $150; Water 
Commissioner, $100; Boller Inspector, $200; 
Superintendent of Plumbing,$100; ladies’ dress- 
ing and tollet room, $250. Total $1,500, 

All of these appropriations were considered 
necessary by the board, as a good many 
changes and alterations will be required be- 
cause of the new offices being established for 
the Electric Expert and tho Supervisor of 
Plumbing. The Supervisor of Plumbing will 
require gaite an extensive office, while the 
quarters of the Electric Expert will not neces- 
sarily be so extensive. 

The plan is now to move the Dispensary to 
the rear of Bohle's stable and give their pres- 
ent quarters up to either the Plumbing Depart- 
ment or the Water Department, the main 
objection to the present location of the Dis- 
pensary being that the fumigation, which is 
sometimes done there, makes it very uncom- 
fortable forthe Street Department, which ts 
located directly over head. Besides this ob- 
jection there are always two or threeof the 
ambulances blocking up the court-yard. 
It will be necessary to provide the quarters 
for the plumbing and electric departments 
immediately, as Inspector Hennessy will go 
to work as soon as his bond is approved. 

In addition to the department and office ap- 
propriations the committee recommended an 
appropriation of $4,000 for an elevator 
and the necessary inclosure, and 
$900 for the fittings, such as 
doors, shaft, brick work and other necessary 
equipments. The present plan isto run the 
elevator somewhere near the northeast corner 
of the building, so as to be near the Mayor’s 
office and the office ofthe President of the

THE NIGHT ON THE NIPSIC. 


Commander Mullan Writes of His Expe. 
rience in the Apian Harbor. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., April 23.—Ferdinand Mul- 
lan of Annapolis has received trom his 
brother, Commander Dennis W. Mullan, 
Commanding the United States Steamship 
Nipsic, a letter dated Apia, Samoa, March 25, 
in which he d@scribes the disastrous storm 
during which the Nipsic was beached and 
other vessels were wrecked. Speaking of 
Thomas Johnson, his colored stewara, who 
was a resident of Annapolis, Commander Mul- 
lan says: ‘‘PoorTom was drowned. I feel 
deeply his loss. He was ever faithful and de- 


voted to me.’’ 

Continuing hesaid: ‘‘The Nipsic is again 
afloat, but without rudder or propeller—the 
only man-of-war now afloat. Istood at my 
post throughout that dark, long stormy night, 
and saw death at my door two or three times. 
Oh, whatan anxious time it was. Even the 
day after the night was dark. Allis gloom 
now here and sadness. Iam bruised in body 

dmy cabin is all torn to pieces. It was 
lied with water. A German man-of-war 
struck us twice during the stormy night and it 
wae dark, as dark could be, 
and seas as high as Annapolis 
State-house, but the Nipsic rides at her an- 
chor in Apia harbor, though not dy far the old 
Nipsic. had no smokestack when I beached 
thesbip. We are all alone at anchor and 
have the whole harbor. God be praised for a 
safe deliverance from the jaws of death. 
Nothing like this has occurred since the ioss 
of the Spanish Armada in the English Chan- 
nel. No talk of war here, but of the late hur- 
ricane and ite disasters. Just to think, one 
German war vessel going directly under a 
reef, only one officer and four men saved from 
her. Il was bruised, lame, weak, eto. I have 
had enough of Samoa.’’

AN IMPORTANT INVESTIGATION. 


The Interference of Canadian With United 
States Railway Traffic. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTonu. 

NEW YORK, April 23.—A committee of the 
United States Senate will meet In the city next 
week to hear evidence upon a question of 
great importance to the commercial interests 
of the country. This committee was appointed 
on the strength of a resolution introduced in 
the Senate on August 3 of last year by Senator 
Cullom of Illinois. The resolution in question 
is as follows: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce be and is hereby directed to ascertain and to 
represent to the Senate whether avy railroad lines 
located in the United States are owned, operated or 
controlled by the Grand Trunk, the Canadian Pacific 
or any other company or any other corporation; 
whether commerce originating in the United States 
is diverted from American to Canadian lines and if 
s0, to what extent and what 
and whether there is any iscrimination in 
the charges made for tolls or otherwise against 
American vessels which pass through the Welland 
and 8t. Lawrence Canals; said committee is further 
directed to inquire fully into the question of the reg- 
ulation of the commerce carried on by railroads or 
water routes between the United States and Canada 
and to represent what legislation, if any. is neces- 
sary for the protection of the commercial interests of 
the United States or to promote the enforcement of 
the ‘‘act to regulate commerce, approved Febru- 
ary 4. 1887. 

Senator Cullom is Chairman ofthe commit. 
tee, and his associates are Senator Hiscock of 
New York, Platt of Connecticut, Wilson of 
Iowa, Blair of New Hampshire, Reagan of 
Texas and Harris of Tennessee. Among the 
witnesses who will appear before the commit- 
tee will be representatives of the American 
trunk lines, the Canadian rallways, 
the Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific 
and of various commercial bodies. Although 
every section of the country is interested In 
the outcome, foras probably no city of size, 
except, perhaps Portland, Me., has as much 
at stake in the matter as the now — 
and beautiful city of Detroit, it naturally fol- 
lows that the representative chosen by the 
commercial interests of that city is thoroughly 
— with every phase of the question 
an is able to state his case clearly and 
briefly. A. O. Raymond, who represents 
the Detroit Board of Trade and the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Association of 
that city, arrived here yesterday. He stated 
that the commercia! interests of Boston, Chi- 
cago, Portland, Milwaukee, Duluth, St. aul, 
Minneapolis and Peoria occupied the same 
position as those of Detroit in the struggle 
and that he believed those of this city would 
also be found opposed to tactics of the Amer- 
ican trunk lines. This city, however, or 
that part of it familiarly known as Wall 
street, was considered the strong hold, 
Mr. Raymond said, of the American railroads 
and the fight would be between Wall street 
and trunk-line stock against the commercial 
interests of the country. Were the fizht be- 
tween American and Canadian railr , the 
country would be 2 on the side of the 
former, but that was not the fight and every 
man who had givenany thought to the sub- 
ject knew it. Mr. ymond said that 
the West and Northwest were 801 
idiy we against the monopolistic 
tenden of the American trunk lines and 
that the East, with the possible exception of 
this city, was of the same mind.

under which the Bisho acts, makes

and no charges are pen g against him, to 
announce that the action is not for 
causes affecting the clergyman’s moral 


character. This is a recent rule of the church, 
as formerly all ministers were deposed in the 
same manner whether they were gullty of any 
misconduct or resigned of their own free 


will. The canon states that at least 
two clergymen must be present 
when the decree is pronounced. There

entry of the deposing of the clergyman.

This deposition is for causes not affecting 
the moral character of the one deposed and 
follows upon the receipt of his renunciation 
of the ministery declared in writing accom- 
panying his request to be deposed.

THE MEAT INSPECTION BILL. 


It Leads All Others at the Capital in Interest 
—Legisiation To Day. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

CAPITOL, JEFFERSON CiTry, Mo., April 23.— 
The Senate passed the bill appropriating $3,000 
to erect a monument or tomo over the grave 
of ex- Gov. John S. Marmaduke. 

Also O’Day’s House bill establishing a Crim- 
inal Court in Gieene County and providing for 
the appointment of a Judge of said court. 

The Senate then went into the committee of 
the whole to consider the bill revising the lo- 
cal option law. A number of restrictive 
amendments have already been engrafted 
upon the law. It appears.that the leaders of 
the high license movement are seeking to 860 


amend the law as to insure its defeat. They 
tre fattening it for the State. 
The Senate is still considering the bill. An 


amendment is pending repealing the clause 
requiring that an election shall be held but 
once in four years, leaving it optional for it to 
be beld as often as the County Courts may or- 
deran election. If this amendmeut should be 
adopted it will very much strengthen the 
high license or Deering bill. 
HOUSE. 

The House has worked off a number of bills 
this morning. In fact it has done more effect- 
ive work to-day than any day of the 
session. Mr. Jewett introduced a Dill 
repealing the present law in relation 
to the Bureaus of Labor and 
Immigration and uniting these two into one. 
The bill enlarges the jurisdiction of these of 
fices and 12 $15,000 to carry out the 
requirements of the bill. It provides for the 
appointment by the Governor ot a Labor and 
Immigration Commissioner at an annual sal- 
ary of $2,500 with aclerk whose salary is fixed 
at $1,000. 

The three separate bills revising the present 
chapters of the statutes on the destruction of 
rats, gophers and grasshoppers were taken 
up and passed. The bills revising the same 
statutes in the Senate were indefinitely post- 
poned several days ago. 

Champ Clark’s bill, requiring all executions 
by hanging totake place in the Penitentiary, 
was defeated by an overwhelming negative 
vote, as was also the fate of the 
bill to prohibit the sale of intoxicants within 


three miles of the State Universi- 
ty and any State normal school; 
but the bill to prevent any dram- 


shop-keeper from keeping or permitting 
to be kept in or about bis dramshop any 
billiard, pool or other gaming table, bowling 
or ten-pin alley, cards, dice or other device 
for gaming or amusement was passed by a 
vote of 78 ayes to 38 nays. All the St. Louis 
delegation voted no, except Dr. Reber, who 
failed to vote at all. 

The general appropriation bill was taken up 
and passed, also the bill providing for the 
holding of four terms ofthe Probate Court at 
the city of Montgomery in Montgomery 
County. 

The local live stock inspection Dill is set as 
the special order in the House for 2 o'clock. 
An immense influence is at work to 
defeat this bill. Kansas City and Chi- 
cago interests are well represented her. 
They are opposing its passage at every point. 
In fact there seems at this time more general 
interest in the inspection bill than 
in any other measure. St. Louis, it 


seems is rather poorly represented, but 
Saline County has a strong delegation 
here laboring for the passage of the 


bill among whom are Abilland Levett Leon- 
ard, John Roe, Mike Lynch, Dr. A. Neff, B. F. 
McCleur, C. W. Banks, M. W. Hall and Jer- 
ome Eubanks. This delegation are all large 


stock raisers, dealers and shippers. 
They haadled in the agggregate 
not less than 10,000 head of 


beef cattle during last yearand are earnestly 
in favor of the bill.

| **local or special law * * regulating 


„the affairs of counties, cities, townships, 
**wards or school districts.’’ 

Section 10 of the tenth article provides 
that The General Assembly shall not 
‘*impose taxes upon counties, cities, towns 


or other municipal corporations, or upon 
the inhabitants or property thereof, for 
‘coun ty, city, town or other municipal 


‘purposes; but may, by general laws, vest 

ein the corporate authorities thereof the 
power to assess and collect taxes for 
**such purposes. 

Section 3 of the same article provides 
that taxes ‘‘shall be uniform upon the 
game class of subjects within the terri- 
‘*torial limits of the authority levying the 
**tax, and all taxes shall be levied and 
**oollected by general laws.’’ 

The self-evident purpose of these seo- 
tions was to compel the General Assembly 
to vest in the constituted authorities of 
each municipality all the needful func- 
tions of local government as permitted 
and limited by the Constitution; to 
deprive the General Assembly of any 
authority over the imposition of taxes for 
local purposes, and to stop the regulation 
of local affairs by the General Assembly, 
except as such regulation could be effected 
by general laws having the same force in 
one municipality as in another. 

The provisions of the Constitution relat- 
ing to the classification of municipalities 
and the creation of different municipal 
governments do not in any respect 
enlarge the General Assembly’s powers as 
limited by the sections above quoted. 

That instrument will be searched in 
vain for any section restoring to the Gen- 
eral Assembly the power to impose taxes 
for local purposes, which power is taken 
away from that body by Sec. 10 of Art. 10. 
No section can be found restoring to the 
Gen eral Assembly the power taken away 
from it by Sec. 3of Art. 10—the power to 
impose by act of the Legislature different 
local taxes on saloons for local purposes 
in different municipalities, regardless of 
the will of the local authorities and 
people. 

Whether such act be a local or general 
law, it is either unconstitutional and void, 
or the above quoted sections of the Con- 
stitution are meaningless and ineffectual. 
Does it not follow that any act is uncon- 
stitutional by which, as by the Deering 
bill, the General Assembly seeks to im- 
pose different police regulations and dif- 
ferent local taxes on saloons in different 
parts of the State?

IN a recent Boston speech advocating 
the adoption of a prohibition amendment 
to the State constitution, Senator Hoar 
admitted that the object was to fasten 
prohibition on the people in such a way 
that they could not get rid of it again as 
easily or as quickly as they could secure 
the repeal ofa prohibition statute when 
public opinion turned against it. This is 
the whole scheme of the supporters of 
prohibition by constitutional amendment. 
They waat prohibition saddled on a State 
as well where a majority of the people are 
opposed to it, and where there is no hope 
of enforcing it, as where a majority favor 
itand may secure its enforcement. The 
idea of governing regardless of the will 
or consent of the people is never repulsive 
to the advocates of despotic legislation, 
and most prohibitionists insist that prohi- 
bition by law isa good thing, even where 
it is not enforced and cannot be enforced. 
The leading Republicans of Maine, all 
stanch supporters of prohibitory law, 
disobey it and keep their wine cellars. 
They do not let it govern them, but 
through it they are enabled to govern 
others who are too weak and poor to evade 
or disobey the law.

12 o’clock a telegram was sent to New York, 
announcing that the offer made to the holders 
of certificates had been accepted. 
THE STOCKHOLDERS NOTIFIED. 

This morning the certificate holders received

The receipt of these postal cards operated 
as a surprise on many of the certificate hold - 
ers. It had been known that negotiations had 
been in progress for several weeks, in fact 
ever since Messrs. James O' Connor and W. 
W. Gibbs were in the city, Dut it had not been 
expected that a conclusion would haveso 
soon been reached. On calling at the Bank of 
Commerce the certificate bolders were in- 
formed of the offer made. This was 
to pay the sum of $87 .50 a 
share for all certificates that 
were offered, provided that a majority were 
obtainable at this price. The certificates are 


to be delivered either at the Bank of Com- 
merce of this city, or the Central Trust Co. of 
New York. A majority of the holders must 
signify their willingness to accept the terms 
offered not later than May 6; a failure to se- 
cure a majority of the stock by that date 
operating as an abrogation ofthe contract. 
The terms of payment are as follows: 10 per 
cent on May 15, 10 per cent on June 
1. 30 per cent on June 15 and 50 
per cent on July 1. All ceér- 
tificates must be deposited with one of the 
two banks named when the first payment is 
made, to be held until the entire amount 
agreed upon is liquidated. 
THE TERMS OF TRANSFER. 

A call was made upon James Campbell by a 
PosTt-DISPATCH reporter to ascertain the 
present situation of affairs. ‘‘You can say on 
my authority, said Mr. Campbell, that the 
deal is certain to go through. I have means 
of knowing that much more than a majority 
has already been subscribed, and I feel sure 
that most of the rest of the stock will come 
in. But if not another share comes into 
the agreement it is jsureto go through. I 
have signed it, and most of the other heavy 
stockholders. The purchasing parties have 
an option until Mag 6, but the deal is prac- 
tically closed now. 

Who are the purchasers?’’ 

The negotiations were conducted through 
H. P. Hollins & Co., of New York, with whom 
meeetings have been held. Thie firm repre- 
sents the Equitable Gas Co., and is said to be 
the agent of the Vanderbilts inthis matter.

What is the amountof the stock repre- 
sented by the gas trust certificates?’’ 

There are 60,000 certificates of the par value 
of $100 each. These represent three com- 
panies, the St. Louis, the Carondelet and the 
Water Gas. The St. Louis was stocked at 
$600,000, divided into $60 shares It has a large 
and valuabie plant and about 156 miles of 
mains. The Carondelet was stocked at $250,- 
000, also in shares of $50 each; $600,000 was the 
capitalization of the Water Gas Co.,which was 
bonded for $1,000,000. Only two-thirds of its 
stock ig represented in the Gas Trust, but over 
seven-eighths of the bonds have come into the 
agreement. The stock not covered by certifi 
cates has not for a long time had any quotable 
value, andthe worth of the bonds depends 
largely upon the action taken by the new 
company. Of course all the certificates are 
good. but if the property jshould be sold the 

ondholders not in the agreement would not 
be likely to obtain much, Of course you must 
understand that this latter is only an individ- 
ual surmise on my part.

THE NEW MINISTER, 


Sackville- West's Successor Comes With the 
„Most Pacific Intentions.’’ 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, April 238.—Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, the new English Minister, who arrived 
on the Btruria Sunday, was sufficiently recov- 
ered from the fatigue of his voyage after a 
night’s rest at the Brevoort House to see 
newspaper men yesterday. Sir Julian isa 
typical Englishman. He is over six feet tall, 
well built, with the appearance of an athlete 
and is in striking contrast to his predecessor, 


Lord Sackville, who was  under-sized. 
Hie face is clean shaven, with the exception 
of carefully trimmed side whiskers. e is 
partially bald and his hair and whiskers are 
neariy white. He is just 60 years of age, 
which is considered young for a statesman in 
Engiand. Sir Julian is very courteous in man- 
ner, and his voice has the rich mellow tone of 
aman accustomed to public speaking. The 
suavity of his bearing, and general appearance 
are not unlike Chauncey M. Depew, 

„„I know I shall like America, Sir Julian 
replied. ‘‘True, I have had scarcely a chance 
to see anything, but I bave met so many 
Americans in England and heard so much of 
your country that I do not feel like a 
stranger. 

Regarding the questions in dispute between 
this country and Great Britain, Sir Julian 
spoke with diplomatic reserve, probably hav- 
ing in mind Lord Saekville’s fate. 

**I shall not venture to give my opinions on 
political subjects, he said. ‘‘My position in 
the foreign office at home made me familiar 
with the details of the fisheries treaty and the 
extradition treaty. I cannot say whetber 
another Commission will be sent here to con- 
sider either of these questions. The fisheries 
dispute is probably the most serious, but I 
am here with the most pacific intentions, and 
bear with me the cordial yore will of 
Her Majesty’s government. e have only 
the kindliest feeling toward America in En- 
gland and Jam confident that I shball find it 
reciprocated here. The newspapers have pene 
lished more or less accurate accounts of my 
career. I wus educated a barrister, have been 
Attorney-General, Chief Justice and under 
Secretary of State in the foreign office in Lon- 
don. Ihave had a wide experience in diplo- 
matic matters and have traveled pretty much 
all over the world excepting on the Western 
continents.”’ 

„Did you meet Mr. Blaine when he was 
in England?’’

The Brilliant Production of “Fascination”

„% Fascination“ and its production at the 
Olympic suggest a common pebble set with 
diamonds and pearls. 

The play is the pebble. To put sucha com- 
pany of actorsas Col. Sinn has collected in 
such a play is like starting blooded racers on 
a hundred yards track, or like squeezing a lot 
of nightingales into a mouse-trap to get them 
to sing. 

‘*‘Fascination’’ has several glaring faults, 
and not a few inconsistencies. Mr. Bucnanan 
plays fast and loose with dramatic license in 
the plot and its development. It lacks natur- 
ally strong dramatic situations, and is exces- 
sively improbable. It is not based on the 
probabie orthe life-like, but is apparently 
constructed on a fantastic quirk of Robert 
Buchanan’s imagination. 

The essential incidentof the plot is the 
change of costume from female to male by the 
heroine, Lady Madge Slashton. Lady Madge 
isthe impulsive child of nature in England, 
but wealthy and high-bred. Sheis desper- 
ately in love with her betrothed, Lord Islay, 
whose name has been connected with that of 
Mrs. Delemere, an adventuress in London. 
In order to learn her flance’s true character 
Lady Madge who Is pictured as an indepen- 
dent, athletic young woman, determines, 
with the reluctant consent and aid of her 
brother, to don male attire and as a wealthy 
young stranger to enter the whirlpool of 
London fast life and learn the truth about 
Lord Islay. She g to London as a young 
man, attends the era and clubs, is intro- 
duced to Mrs. Delemere, inaugurates a des- 
perate flirtation with her, goes to a wine 
supper at her house, where she meets a 
party of disreputabie men and women, makes 
violent love to Mrs. Delemere, quar- 
rels with her lover and finally, dashing a pack 
of cards in his face, calle him avillain and a 
coward. She thus carries off the part ofa 


stunning young man, unravels a plot to ruin 
her fiance, thwarts it and, although only dis- 
guised by her change of costume, escapes de- 
tetection by her most intimate friends. 

It is needless to. analyze this incident to 
show its improbability or even impossibility. 
It is thoroughly absurd asaphase of life. Peg 
Woffington might commit such a freak, or 
some foolish or bad girl might try it among 
strangers with brief success. A virtuous, 
high-bred, although athletic lady would not; 
her brother would be the last man to consent 
to it, and she would be detected instantly. 
More than this it would be useless, havinga 
brother to perform such an office for her. 

Among the other characters there isa dis- 
reputabie, ancient Duke, whose chief mission 
is to deceive his wife; an inanely siily and 
unsophisticated clergyman, Rev, Mr. Colley, 
who gets into all kinds of boes in his en- 
deavor to shield the Duke and other people; 
Count La Grange, a French adventurer and 
criminal; an Israelitish money lender, who 
enters the society of the fast set with his wife; 
an English military dude, and several ladies 
of doubtful reputation. 

Beyond the fancifulness of the motive Mr. 
Buchanan is not entirely happy in his work. 
He strangely mixes high comedy and melo- 
drama in the play, most ot the situations are 
thoroughly artificial, and there is a manifest 
lack of skill and ingenuity in the develop- 
ment of the plot. The author shows poor 
judgmentand violates good taste now and 


then. 

To illustrate: Lord Islay, the lover, loses 
the sympathy of the audience by being in- 
volved in a deep flirtation with Mrs. Delemere 
While engaged to Lady Madge, and then, in 
order to render him solid again with Lady 
Madge, the dramatist makes him weakly 
lay bare his whole heart in a rbup- 
sodic description of love to Charlies 
Marlow, with whom he has just had a bitter 
quarreland by whom he has been grossly in- 
sulted. Some of the comedy isforced. The 
cler an, wo is lu love with Lady Madge, 
is made by her to propose to her friend, Ara- 
bella Ambhurst, n her presence, and is 
prompted dy ber in his declaration of love. 
These are a couple of instances showing lack 
of spontenety and genuine dramatic skill in 
the construction of the play. 

Mr. Buchanan bas r sacrificed 
much to the pian of making a dual role for 
Misa Tanner. But accepting the improbability 
of the ir the hearer is undoubtedly enter- 
tained by the play. The strongest point lies 
in the suggestion of character typesin the 
parts and in the amusement and interest 
which is worked out of them, and out of the 
unusual situations evolved from the action. 
There are some clever spots in the play, situ- 
ations which hold the attention, and bright 
entertainment. 

The play is really redeemed and made by the 
company. They strengthen and vivify the 
work. Every particle of material which the 
dramatist bas given them is developed to the 
fullest extent and is made to tell. The prin- 
cipal and some ofthe minor parts are mag- 
nified into strong character creations, while 
the entire performance is artistic, harmonious 
and brilliant. 

Miss Tanner has a comedy role in which 
the chief factor is versatility. She 
has a pinay personality with delicate 
emotional quality and her change from a 
young woman to ayoung man is exceedingly 
clever. In voice, manner and bearing the 
change is complete, and as Charles Marlow in 
the second and third acts Miss Tanner does 
admirable work. She has a spirited opening 
in a description of a boat race. 

The role of Miss Delemere does not test 
Eleanor Carey’s powers. Sherises to its de- 
mands with an easy strength and artistic in- 
telligence which completely fill it. Her one 
strong climax in the second act is finely taken. 
Edward Bell, the Lord Islay, is a handsome, 
shapely actor, with a pen which 
gains the immediate admiration and 
sympathy of the audience. He has a 
manly, easy, but vigorous method and knows 
how to act the gentleman. The inanely silly 
clergyman is treated with such skill by Mr. 
Coote that a distinct characteris drawn and 
one of the hite of the piece is made by him. A 
strong and admirable piece of character dia- 
lect work is done by Mr. Anderson as Count

The play is beautifully mounted with rich, 
artistic and pretty scenes, perfect in every de- 
tail, and with handsome costumes.

THE BARONESS DE FAHNENBERG. 


Novel Will of a Lady Once Well Kuown to 
St. Louis People. 


The last will of the Baroness de Fannenburg, 
lately put on file in the Probate Court, con- 
tains this bequest, which reads somewhat 
curiously: 

All the rest and residue of the estate shall 
be applied to the endowing, founding and es- 
tablishing an asylum for the good, welfare 
and benefit of poor young white Protestant 
children, and of poor old Protestant white 


men, and of poor old Protestant white women. 
Said ‘asylum to be established in the city of 
Lexington, Ky., and to be called the Hunt- 
Grush Asylum, in memory of m * 
whom my mother loved so dearly. The ch 

dren and old men and old women for 2 — 
special benefit the above asylum is to be 
founded shall belong exclusively to the States 
of Kentucky, New Jersey and Maryland.’’ 

The deceased Baroness had a heart for sym- 
pathy and philanthrophy but remained none 
the less clear evidently on both the color and 
geographical lines. 

Further on, the testatrix sets aside the sum 
of $60,000, directing her executor to expend it 
in the purchase of a lot in Spa, Belgium, and 
in the erection upon it of a cbapel and van‘, 
panelled and paved with marble, to contain 
the tombs of my mother, my brother and my 
own, and cause theirand my own remains to 
be interred therein. 

Furthermore she appropriates the additional 
amount of „ hien shall be invested in 
United States bonds, the interest of which 
must go to maintain said chapel in good 
order, underthe supervision of the pastor 
(and his successors) of the English Church at 
said town of Spa.’ 

THE REMAINS OF THE FATHER 

of the Baroness are not to join the family in 
the Belgian village, but will very properly 
continue to rest here, the scene of his brilliant 
busy services far back in the pioneer era. In 
Bellefontaine Cemetery the loiterer looking 
through an environing copse of vigorous oaks 
and elms has his first glimpse of a r em- 
inence, liberalin size and inclosed bh a high 
iron railing. It contains only the one monu- 
ment, aslendershaft in the middle of the 
grounds, ‘worn and grimy from age, but with 
the brief story On the base still legible. The 
very solitude of the old column inso large a 
lot . the steps of the wayfarer and he 
reads 

»Here lie the remains of Hon. George F. 
Strother, a native of ea County, Va., 
who died November aged 53 years. 
He served his native State as Member of 
Congress and ame to Missouri soon after its 
admission into the Union. He represented St. 
Louis several times in the Legislature. With 
great genius he united the high moral quali- 
ties of temperance, truth and charity. His re- 
— were removed from Christ Church Cem - 
etery.’’ 

But the monument is still mouldering and ere 
many more years the pious chisel of Old Mor- 
tality himself will be powerless to freshen its 
inscription. 80, too, in time, doubtiess, the 
crumbling chapel and vault of the little Bel- 
gian town will refuse to teil its story. 

THE FAMILY OF THE DECEASED BARONESS, 
whose St. Louis property, which is consider- 
able, is about to be merged in charity-founded 
by her bequest in Lexington, Ky., has almost 
passed out of knowledge now. ut the name 
was Nag * prominent three or four generations 
bock Baroness was an only daughter 
of Oapt. Georme F. Strother, a Virginian, 
and dashing litician of his day, her 
mother having been a Miss Theodosia Hunt 
ofthe prominent, wealthy Hunt family in Lex- 
ington. Her grandfather, John W. Hunt, a 
millionaire of the early days, was a lite long 
friend of Henry or The dead Baroness was 
a cousin of Gen. John H. Morgan, the famous 
Confederate caval leader. rs. Morgan is 
now living, a widow, in Lexington and she 
was not forgotten by the Baroness, who be- 
queathed her for life an annuity of $5, 000. 

Both Capt. Strother and his wife were prom. 
inent members of the society circles of fifty 
years ago, and among the lingering octogena- 
rians of our national capital the brilliancy of 
their enterta'‘nments are still gone over on 
occasion. The at oy Porter Crayon, whose 
sketches enliven the pages of our current 
magazines, isa member of the Strother family. 

THE STROTHER FAMILY 
removed to St. Louis sometime inthe thir- 
ties, when Capt. Strother became at once en- 
gaged in the politics ofthe new town and 
State; his services inthe enactaients of the 
Legislature surviving largely in our present 
statutes. 

Miss Sallie Strother, the late Baroness is 
well remambered still by the, surviving beaux 
ofher period. She was beautiful, graceful, 
witty and when occasion called for "tt bitingly 
sarcastic. Some of her striking repartees are 
still told in the talks over our old times. 

Early in the forties, Oapt. Strother being 
dead the mother and daughter went to 
Europe, where the daughter married an 
Austrian baron, De Fahnenber Neither 
ever saw America again, but liv alternately 
in France, Belgium and Italy. The mother 
died about the year 1882 and the daughter two 
years after.

Enhancing Value ef McPherson Avenue Lots 
Stimulated by the Olive Street Cable Line 
—8. 8. Scott Purchases a Compten Em 
Mansion—Anuction Sale of Bacon Street 
Dwellings—Numerous Ome Sales.

The extension of the Olive street cable line 
south to Maryland avenue and west to Forest 
Park has stimulated a great deal of inquiry for

night, arrived here in due time this morning.

He 
was told that his remarks were im- 
portant and detrimental to the steam- 
ship company but he adhered to his state- 
ment. e said that before the accident 
occurred—the date he could not recall, but 
thought it was the Ist or 2d of April, one of 
the Norwegian immigrants told him that he 
had overheard a conversation in the officers’ 
quarters. One of the ship’s officers had said 
to the others in the apartment that he 
thought the vessel would never reach New 
York. Her machinery was in bad order and 
bad not received the care it should have be- 
ford the steamer sailed. Her pumps were 
broken and in case of an accident would be 
found of little service. 

„„I'm afraid the Donmark,’’ the officer is 
reported to, have said, -‘will meet the fate of 
the Geiser.’ 

The Geiser was a vessel of the same line 
sunk off Nova Scotia by a collision with tne 
Thingvalla about a year ago
